WASHINGTON (A P) — The United 
States will have a new vice president by 
the end of the week, if Congress keeps 
its schedule in the last days before 
adjourning and confirms Nelson A. 
Rockefeller as expected. 
In addition to confirming Rockefeller 
as vice president, Congress is expected 
to take final action on legislation this 
week 
to 
increase 
unemployment 
benefits, curb strip mining and expand 
foreign trade before adjourning for the 
year. 
The Rockefeller nomination, already 
approved 
overwhelmingly 
in 
the 
Senate, faces a House vote Thursday or 
Friday after being recommended 26-12 
by the House Judiciary Committee. 
Rockefeller’s swearing-in ceremony 
is expected to follow quickly after the 
House vote. The United States has been 
without a vice president since Aug. 9.

among

designed to increase unemployment 
compensation and create more public- 
service jobs. The unemployment rate 
in November rose to 6.5 per cent from 6 
per cent in October, and more than 6 
million persons are out of work.

A final Senate vote today would send 
to the White House a compromise bill 
aimed at preventing environmental 
damage due to strip mining of coal. 


President Ford has promised he would 
veto the bill on the ground it would 
result in decreased coal production at a 
time when the nation is looking for 
alternatives to expensive foreign oil. 
Ford 
also 
has 
expressed 
deep 
reservations about the inflationary 
impact of another compromise bill that 
requires 30 per cent of imported oil to 
be carried on U.S. tankers. 


The bill, strongly supported 
by 
maritime unions and shipping in­ 
terests, is up for final Senate action 
today. 


Ford has said the bill would fuel 
inflation and raise gasoline prices. But 
Senate aides say there is doubt Ford 
will veto the bill because it was made 
clear to him that if he wanted a far­ 
reaching trade bill he would have to 
accept the shipping measure. 


The 
trade 
bill 
empowers 
the 
president to negotiate mutual tariff 
reductions and includes a provision 
aimed at ensuring free emigration of 
Russian Jews. The measure is in a 
House-Senate conference committee to 
work out differences between versions 
approved by the two chambers.

WASHINGTON (A P) — An article in 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association today accused Congress of 
subsidizing 
“ increased 
death 
and 
disability” by paying subsidies to 
tobacco 
growers, 
and 
an

companying editorial urged ar. end to 
such payments. 
A spokesman for the AMA said it was 
the journal’s first call for congressional 
action against smoking after its dec­ 
ades-long 
campaign 
of 
educating 
physicians and patients about the 
hazards of smoking. 
“ Congress is using our tax money, in 
many ways, to subsidize increased 
death 
and 
disability 
among 
our 
citizens, as well as those of the rest of 
the world,” wrote Dr. Weldon J. 
Walker of White Memorial Medical 
Center’s cardiopulomonary unit in Los 
Angeles and a member of the JAM A 
editorial board. 


JAM A editor Robert H. Moser said in 
an editorial: “ Walker’s stern challenge 
to the legislators should be heeded.” 
The 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare calls cigarette 
smoking the leading cause for the 
600,000 deaths a year from coronary 
heart disease, 72,000 deaths from lung 
cancer and 25,000 deaths from chronic 
bronchitis and emphysema. 
The Tobacco Institute Inc., a trade 
organization 
representing 
cigarette 
manufacturers, said federal tobacco 
subsidies 
actually 
hold 
down 
production by setting acreage quotas. 
William Kloepfer Jr., the institute’s 
senior vice president, also said federal 
and state excise taxes on tobacco 


After a 19 per cent increase on an 
age-adjusted basis between 1950 and 
1963, the death rate from coronary 
heart disease fell 10.5 per cent and 
“ coincided precisely” with the surgeon 
general’s report, he said. 
However, the death rate from lung 
cancer has increased 54 per cent every 
IO years, he said. Walker said the 
adverse effects on human lungs linger 
on after a person stops smoking.

The 
Watergate cover-up trial is entering its 
final week of testimony with the jury 
verdicts for five former Nixon adminis­ 
tration and campaign aides not ex­ 
pected until after Christmas. 
Former Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert C. 
Mardian is testifying in his own defense 
and the prosecutors are expected to 
cross examine him today. 
Only one more defendant, Kenneth 
W. Parkinson, former lawyer for the 
Nixon re-election committee, is still 
waiting to present his case. 
Mardian and Parkinson often seemed 
like spectators in the crowded cour­ 
troom during the first ll weeks of the 
trial when attention centered on their 
three co-defendants: former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell and ex-Nixon White 
House aides H. R. Haldeman and John 
D. Ehrlichman. 
All five are charged with conspiring 
to obstruct the investigation of the 
Watergate breakin. 
Except 
for 
Mardian, 
the 
other 
defendants also are charged with ob­ 
struction of justice, and Mitchell, 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman with lying 
under oath. 
The charge against Mardian includes 
the allegation that he called G. Gordon 


Liddy from California on June 17, 1972, 
the day of the break-in, and told him to 
try to reach then Atty. Gen. Richard G. 
Kleindienst and ask him to get one or 
more of the Watergate burglars out of 
jail. 
On the stand Friday, Mardian denied 
that and other allegations. 
Mardian also testified that his im­ 
pression was that Richard M. Nixon, 
not 
Mitchell, 
made 
many 
major 
campaign committee decisions. He 
said he based that on his knowledge 
that 
Mitchell 
occasionally 
was 
overruled and that Nixon was the only 
person he knew who had that authority. 
Parkinson 
is 
expected 
to 
start 
presenting his case on Tuesday. Later 
in the week, defense and prosecution 
lawyers will argue before U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica on what sort of in­ 
structions he should give the jury 
before it begins deliberations. 
At least three days are expected to be 
required for closing arguments by the 
lawyers. 
That schedule could take it up to 
Christmas Eve and current speculation 
is that in that case Sirica would delay 
sending the case to the jury until just 
after the holiday.

They seemed to have ironed out 
their differences over how to cope with 
the crisis arising from soaring oil 
prices. 
Spokesmen for both described the 
meetings as “ amicable and friendly.” 
Aides said the subjects discussed 
included the international monetary 
situation, Middle East problems, the 
European 
security conference and 
Indochina as well as the oil dilemma. 
One more session was scheduled this 
morning before Ford’s departure for 
Washington. 
Giscard d’Estaing gave a

dinner Saturday night for his American 
visitor, and Ford responded with an

barbecue 
Sunday night. A White House chef 
grilled New York strip steaks for the 44 
guests.

Demos delay Lavelle ouster 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Three

Glenn, a million-vote winner for U.S. 
Senate in Ohio’s Nov. 5 election, talked 
with newsmen after a 3‘2-hour meeting 
in his Columbus home with elected

and

repre­ 
sentatives, along with a delegation of 
county Democratic chairmen. 
He said they were unable to reach a 
consensus on a replacement for the 
present chairman, William A. Lavelle, 
and decided to ask him to remain in the 
post until after Jan. 13 when John J. 
Gilligan turns over the governor’*; 
office to GOP Gov.-elect James A. 
Rhodes. 
Lavelle said previously he would 
resigned next Friday at a planned 
meeting 
of 
the 
state 
Democratic 
Executive Committee. Glenn said he is 
urging that the Friday meeting be 
postponed. 


If Lavelle, Gilligan’s hand picked 
chairman, steps down anyway, the 
group recommended that the job be 
taken on an interim basis by Hamilton 
County Chairman John A. Wiethe, 
Glenn said before flying to Washington. 
Thirdly, Glenn said the gathering 
rejected Lavelle’s statement that his 
resignation would be contingent upon 
his remaining 
a 
member of 
the 
Democratic National Committee. 


It was learned that three prospects 
for state chairman were discussed at 
length by Glenn, State Treasurer Ger­

Gen. William J. Brown and 
Auditor Elect Thomas E. Ferguson and 
omers attending the meeting. Earl 
Cunningham of Summit County and E.

The three names discussed

length,” Glenn said, were Montgomery 


County Chairman Paul Tipps — whose 
connections with Gilligan appear his

Lancione, and Robert Blakemore of 
Akron, former Summit County chair­ 
man. 
Lancione did not attend the session 
because of “ other commitments,” he 
said, adding that “ the county chairmen 
were well enough represented.” 
Glenn’s big victory in the Senate 
race, coupled with Gilligan’s defeat at 
the hands of Rhodes, put the former 
astronaut into the party’s leadership 
position, for all practical purposes. 
His rift with the defeated governor 
dates back to late last year when Glenn 
rejected Gilligan’s request to run on the 
state ticket for lieutenant governor. 
Glenn said he now hopes a unified 
party can be built around Democratic 
holds on four of the six statewide offices 
and the handsome new Democratic 
majorities in both houses of the 
legislature.

CAIRO (AP) — Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, describing the Mideast 
situation as a bomb about to explode, 
says he 
is 
having 
contacts 
with 
President Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger to decide whether 
to continue the U.S. approach to 
negotiations. 
“ If the Americans through their step- 
by-step approach can achieve any 
progress or success, I welcome it'” he 
said in an interview with an Iranian 
publisher Sunday. “ I can agree to it. If 
not, we shall be going to Geneva ac­ 
cording to the Soviet theory, and the 
Americans also are not excluding 
Geneva because it is a fact that we 
shall all be going.” 
The United States has preferred to 
delay resumption of the Geneva peace 
talks until more concrete progress can 
be achieved in private negotiations 
between Kissinger and the Mideast 
governments. 
Sadat warned that immediate action 
is needed to defuse the tense Middle 
East. He also said he believed Israel 
has a nuclear capacity and added that 
Egypt would find a way to acquire such 
weapons but would not be the first to 
use them. 
The president was interviewed by 
Iranian publisher Farhad Massoudi of 
the Etalat group of Tehran.

Boston schools this fall with the busing 
of 18,000 of the system ’s 95,000 pupils.

That can mean rising protectionism 
everywhere. As everyone plays beggar 
thy-neighbor, a recession can become 
a depression. It happened in 1930 when 
the Smoot-Hawley protectionist tariff 
bill gave a downward push to the 
worsening 
economy 
here 
and 
in 
Europe. 
One way the trade act can be killed is 
by loading it with amendments. This 
will be the temptation not only for the 
opposition but for those favoring the 
measure seeing an opportunity to 
achieve some desirable end in the final 
scramble of the dying Congress. 
As passed by the Senate, the bill must 
then go to conference with the House 
which acted long ago. Burdened with 
amendments, the process of recon­ 
ciliation may be impossible. 
The most powerful lobby opposing 
trade reform is the AFL-CIO. This is a 
perfect example of narrow 
trade 
unionism bent on shutting out any and 
all competing products. The theory is 
that made-in-America products priced 
to trade union wages will supercede 
foreign products now sold in U.S 
markets. 
The ultimate result would be to shut 
off American sales abroad, although 
studies show that liberal trade creates 
more and better jobs in export in­ 
dustries than are lost through import 
competition. 
The principal agent for the AFL-CIO 
in the Senate is Vance Hartke, the 
Indiana 
mixmaster 
who 
is third 
ranking 
majority member on 
the 
finance 
committee. 
The act has 
floundered in the swamp 
of that 
committee for weeks, thanks in con­ 
siderable part to the chairman, Sen. 
Russell B. Long of Louisiana. Long is 
adept at the tactics of delay, if only by 
simple inertia. Entrenched in his 
chairmanship, he has happily served 
the interests of Big Oil. 
Another reason for the delay has 
been the long controversy over the 
Jackson amendment calling for the 
free emigration of Jews from the Soviet 
Union. Senator Jackson, who also has 
AFL-CIO support in his campaign for 
the presidency, reached a compromise 
on the emigration issue with Secretary 
of State Kissinger. 
The goal, granted the Soviets live up 
to the assurance of up to 60,000 Jews 
allowed to emigrate, is tariff treatment 
for the Soviet Union comparable to that 
accorded 
America’s 
other 
trading 
partners. 
But this gives George Meany the 
shivers. 
Not only does he fear that any such 
arrangement 
will 
let 
in 
state- 
subsidized goods from Moscow but he is 
convinced that detente itself will open 
the way to Communist domnation of the 
world. 
If the act goes down to defeat, the 
whole process will have to begin all 
over again in the new Congress. With 
many freshmen members in the House 
indebted to the handouts of the AFL- 
CIO in the November election, the labor 
lobby will exercise even greater power. 
The threat is indefinite delay for a step 
essential to America’s role in the 
world. 
President Ford belatedly came out 
with a strong plea for affirmative 
action on the trade act. Whether it was 
not only too late but too little the vote 
will show. In any event the decision 
should be above the partisan politics of 
the moment.

Energy budget 


eyed for state 


CLEVELAND, 
Ohio 
(AP) 
— 
Beginning next spring builders will 
have to consider a new type of budget 
for construction in Ohio — an energy 
budget. 
The energy budget is a proposed 
addition to the Ohio Building Code, 
reports Ed O’Brien, chairman of the 
Governor’s Task Force on energy 
conservation in building. 
“The energy budget will restrict the 
amount of energy a building can use,” 
said O’Brien. “The principal thrust is a 
schedule of types of building and 
amounts of energy, but the section also 
defines terms so engineers and ar­ 
chitects will know how to conform.” 
From March I, builders will have to 
fill 
out a 
form 
detailing 
energy 
requirements of proposed construction 
to obtain a building permit, O’Brien 
said. 
Failure to meet the task force’s 
tentative energy standards doesn’t 
mean a -permit will not be issued, 
O’Brien said. 
“Mafch I starts a data-collecting 
period,” he said. “Builders will have to 
submit the form so we can accumulate 
data and set realistic standards.” 
The forms, filed with local building 
departments, will be forwarded to the 


Ohio Department of Building Stan­ 
dards in Columbus. 
On June I, 1976, another section will 
become law, and builders will be 
required to live up to the regulation’s 
limits, O'Brien says. 
Under the proposed schedule, an 
office building would be limited to 50 
British 
Thermal 
Units 
(BTUs) 
of 
energy per hour per square foot of 
space. An arena would be entitled to 
twice as much energy. A hospital rates 
70 BTUs per hour per foot and a nursing 
home 40. 
The budget has won tentative ap­ 
proval of the Architects Society of Ohio, 
said O’Brien, a mechanical engineer 
with a Cleveland architectural firm. 
The task force was created a year 
ago by Gov. John Gilligan to study how 
the Ohio Building Code could be 
modified to save energy. The tentative 
schedule of energy limits was reached 
after public hearings and meetings 
with architects and engineers, O’Brien 
says. 
The task force considered regulating 
building methods and use of insulation, 
glass and other m aterials but decided 
against it because of the difficulty in 
writing the details and enforcing them, 
he said.

Rural health issues top topic

WASHINGTON (A P) - One of the 
nation’s largest and most powerful 
lobbying organizations, the National 
Rural Electric Cooperative Associ­ 
ation, plans to move full force into rural 
health issues next year if its members 
approve the plan. 


A spokesman for the NRECA said he 
did not expect that the plan, now being 
drawn up by a staff committee, will be 
a controversial issue at the organ­ 
ization’s annual meeting Jan. 19-23 in 
New Oreans. 


If the program is approved, the 
NRECA plans to exert major pressure 
on Congress for basic changes affecting 
health care for all Americans, with a 
special emphasis on improvements in 
rural areas, the spokesman said. 
The organization represents nearly 
1,000 rural electric power systems 
which serve nearly 6.3 million con­ 
sumers in 46 states. It traditionally has 
supported major federal legislation 
aimed at a wide variety of social issues, 
including rural housing and other rural 
development programs. 
Rural health has been a matter of 
congressional review periodically over 
the 
years, 
including 
a 
three-day 
hearing in October by a subcommittee 
headed by Rep. Bill Alexander, D-Ark., 
who urged Congress “ to work logically 
and rationally toward a solution to the 
deplorable health problems in the 
countryside.” 
Robert D. Partridge, executive vice 
president 
and 
NRECA’s 
general 
manager, says the problem is twofold: 
high medical and health care costs 
have led to a drive in Congress for some 
form of national health plan; and

“ Plainly speaking, the lure of the city 
dollar and other advantages of an 
urban practice have left rural America 
shortchanged in health and medical 
care,” Partridge said. 
He said metropolitan areas have 
more than twice as many physicians 
per 100,000 population, 50 per cent more 
registered nurses and nearly 75 per 
cent more dentists. But Partridge said 
he was not suggesting that cities have a 
surplus of medical and health care. 
“ The point is that rural America is 
being left behind, with some areas 
unable even to get a doctor to locate 
there at all,” Partridge said. “ Some­ 
thing must be done to meet this basic 
human need and we aim to do whatever 
we can to correct the situation.”

Rev. Mr. Broberg spoke on “ Entrance 
Into the World of Silence.” He stated 
that it was a very trying experience for 
him, because he had previously been 
able to listen and converse with people. 
In addition, he pointed out that he 
learned much from the deaf them ­ 
selves. There are degrees of deafness, 
he said, and it can start from various 
parts of the ear. The term “speech 


reading” is the proper one instead of 
“ lip reading,” for facial expressions, 
hands, fingers, etc. are also used to 
help the deaf person understand w hat is 
being said. Finger spelling is used for 
proper nam es, and the sign language 
for other words and phrases. Rev 
Broberg showed an exam ple of Braille 
printing that he uses, and how the 
m achine works. 


During the business meeting, it was 
decided to contribute to the AFS funds 
of Miami T race and Washington Senior 
High Schools.

Highland hospital troubles continue 


HILLSBORO — Highland District 
Hospital, which has been plagued with 
a series of problems, faced still another 
following the filing of a complaint in 
Highland County Common Pleas Court. 


The action is directed against two 
respiratory therapists on the hospital 
staff. Temporary and permanent in­ 
junctions to prevent them from con­ 
tinuing to render their services for the 
hospital are sought. 


Respiratory 
Therapy, 
Inc., 
of 
Columbus, 
asked 
the 
injunctions 
against Mr. and Mrs. Pedro Ramon 
Elizondo, of Hillsboro. The complaint 
says that Elizondo became an employe 
of the firm Nov. 29, 1971, with his wife 
joining the company March 22, 1973. 


They were 
assigned 
to Highland 
District Hospital by the firm, which 
had a contract for services. 


A C C O R D IN G TO the petition, their 
contracts included provisions for non­ 
competition within a 100-mile radius of 
Columbus for 12 months subsequent to 
the termination of their employment. 
The plaintiff says this means that they 
would not have been allowed to work as 
respiratory therapists for any other 
firm for a year within those geographic 
boundaries. 
Both defendants ended their em­ 
ployment with the firm in August, 1974. 
The plaintiff says both have since been 
employed by the hospital in violation of 
their contracts. 


The complaint goes on to charge that 
Mr. and Mrs. Elizondo conspired with 
the hospital to replace the plaintiff firm 
upon 
termination of its contract. 
Respiratory Therapy’s contract ex­ 
pired Dec. 1, 1974, the complaint states. 


The hospital’s board of governors, at 
the recommendation of its medical 
staff, had discussed starting its own 
therapy 
department, 
which 
would 
entail purchase of some initial supplies 
and equipment costing about $16,000. 


Jerry

ministrator, reported to the board that 
the Elizondos were qualified to head 
the department. The 
board

preliminary approval to the plan at its 
November meeting.

whether jet vapor trails contribute to 
cloud cover, and how much of the dust 
in the atmosphere comes from aircraft. 
When the planes climb to an altitude 
of 20,000 feet, 
the air 
sampling 
equipment turns on automatically and 
does not interfere with regular aircraft 
operations. A tube prodding six inches 
beneath the first class cabin takes in 
air for analysis by the instruments. 
Particles are counted and some are 
collected on an air filter which is 
changed at the time the plane is ser­ 
viced.

Opening lead—king of dubs. 
The Italian Blue Team, which 
has dominated the world of 
bridge for many years, seldom 
have hands where both their 
pairs stray disastrously from 
the beaten path. 
But the fact is that oc­ 
casionally they do, and here is a 
hand from the 1965 world 
championship between Italy 
and the U.S. to prove it. 
At the first table, D’Alelio 
opened one dub for Italy and 
Pabis Ticci responded one 
diamond.

But at the second table, 
West’s notrump bid in the 
protective seat could have been 
made with considerably less 
values—perhaps 5 or 6 points 
less—than West actually had.

notrump, scoring only 180 points 
instead of the 430 points he could 
have earned by bidding and 
making a game.

Psychosomatic Medicine 


The psychosomatic concept of 
medicine was almost discarded 
at the turn of the century. 
Opponents of the idea felt that 
this new discipline had no 
validity. 
Since then, the horizons of 
psychosomatic medicine have 
expanded. Now it is recognized 
as vital in the understanding of 
almost all physical problems 
that man is heir to. 
There is NO physical disorder 
that does not have some 
psychological overtone. 
The psyche (mind) and the 
soma (body) are a single, 
unified, functioning element. 
There cannot be any separation 
between these two if disease is 
to be thoroughly understood. 


Physicians now acknowledge 
that a patient’s social and 
emotional makeup are as im­ 
portant in the diagnosis and the 
cure of disease as are the many 
new tests performed with 
computerized equipment. 


There is a distinct difference 
between two terms: “psycho­ 
genic” and “psychosomatic.” A 
psychogenic disease is one that 
originates 
in 
the 
mind 
Emotional stress, for example, 
can be responsible for physical 
disorders such as ulcerative 
colitis or bronchial asthma. 


“Psychosomatic” refers to 
the 
emotional 
overtones 
associated 
with 
physical 
illnesses. For example, anyone 
who has recovered from a heart 
attack has a normal right to 
fears and anxieties which will 
color his pattern of living. 
Doctors do not use the term 
‘ ‘ p s y c h o g e n i c ’ ’ 
or 
“psychosomatic” as finger- 
pointing 
accusations that a 
patient’s complaints are not 
real. It is possible to feel actual 
pain when the the origin of the 
pain lies in the emotions. 
Families of patients who have 
psychological symptoms must 
be just as understanding and 
supportive as if the disorder 


were purely physical in origin. 
The person who thinks he feels 
pain actually does feel pain. The 
need to alleviate it is as im­ 
portant as if there were 
evidence of a fracture or a 
tumor of the lung. 
In this world of confusion and 
conflict it is understandable 
that the level of anxiety about 
health is high. When that level 
interferes with a person’s 
happiness or capacity to func­ 
tion 
he 
must 
seek 
the 
specialized guidance of doctors 
or psychologists highly trained 
in the art of emotional disease. 
It is never a shame or a 
stigma to seek such counseling. 
When an emotional origin of 
disease 
is 
suspected, 
the 
mature approach is to confront 
the emotional problem, see it in 
its totality, and solve it with 
psychological help.

British ambassador 
urges cooperation 


AKRON, 
Ohio 
(A P )—Global 
in­ 
flation, mounting recession and an oil 
crisis have combined to make it im­ 
possible for national leaders to isolate 
problems and set clear courses of 
action to deal with them, the British 
ambassador to the U.S. said Sunday. 
Only one thing is clear, Sir Peter 
Kamsbotham told a graduating class at 
the University of Akron: “ No nation 
can go it alone these days. 
“ The welfare of the western world 
now depends on stable relations among 
the member nations and with the 
nations of the rest of the world,” the 
ambassador said. 
Ramsbotham also said he would 
welcome appointment of former U.S. 
Atty. Gen. Elliot Richardson as U.S. 
ambassador to Great Britain. That 
nomination was predicted last week by 
three daily newspapers. 
On economics, Ramsbotham said 
any modem economy needs 13 basic 
raw materials, and he noted the U.S. 
used to produce more than it imported 
of nine. 
“ By 1970, the list had diminished to 
seven, and by 1985, it will have shrunk 
to about four,” he said. 
Ramsbotham said what he called the 
“ new economic order” created by the 
vast and growing wealth of the oil ex­ 
porting nations added to difficulties 
besetting the economies of the rest of 
the world. 
“ Until recently it was accepted as 
axiomatic that for the industrial West, 
there was security of access to supplies 


of raw materials at reasonable prices 
throughout the world. That assumption 
was shattered a year ago with the Arab 
oil embargo,” the Englishman said. 
Richardson, who resigned rather 
than follow former President Nixon’s 
order to fire the 
first 
Watergate 
prosecutor, Archibald Cox, is well 
respected in England, Ramsbotham 
said. 
The ambassador said Richardson 
was certain to strengthen ties between 
the two nations.

benefits, curb strip mining and expand 
foreign trade before adjourning for the 
year. 
The Rockefeller nomination, already 
approved 
overwhelmingly 
in 
the 
Senate, faces a House vote Thursday or 
Friday after being recommended 26-12 
by the House Judiciary Committee. 
Rockefeller’s swearing-in ceremony 
is expected to follow quickly after the 
House vote. The United States has been 
without a vice president since Aug. 9.

mittees also are scheduled to iron out 
differences 
among

designed to increase unemployment 
compensation and create more public- 
service jobs. The unemployment rate 
in November rose to 6.5 per cent from 6 
per cent in October, and more than 6 
million persons are out of work.

A final Senate vote today would send 
to the White House a compromise bill 
aimed at preventing environmental 
damage due to strip mining of coal. 


President Ford has promised he would 
veto the bill on the ground it would 
result in decreased coal production at a 
time when the nation is looking for 
alternatives to expensive foreign oil.

hazards of smoking. 
“Congress is using our tax money, in 
many ways, to subsidize increased

and 
disability 
among 
our 
citizens, as well as those of the rest of 
the world,” wrote Dr. Weldon J. 
Walker of White Memorial Medical 
Center’s cardiopulomonary unit in Los 
Angeles and a member of the JAMA 
editorial board.

William Kloepfer Jr., the institute’s 
senior vice president, also said federal 
and state excise taxes on tobacco 
products will yield $5.5 billion in reve­ 
nues this year. 
In addition, he said, tobacco held by 
the government will yield a 50 to IOO per 
cent profit when sold, “a pretty fan­ 
tastic business deal.” 
Walker said the death rate from 
heart 
disease, 
although 
still 
the 
nation’s No. I killer, has been dropping 
steadily since the first U.S. surgeon 
general’s report on smoking and health 
in 1964. 


After a 19 per cent increase on an 
age-adjusted basis between 1950 and 
1963, the death rate from coronary 
heart disease fell 10.5 per cent and 
“coincided precisely” with the surgeon 
general’s report, he said. 
However, the death rate from lung 
cancer has increased 54 per cent every 
IO years, he said. Walker said the 
adverse effects on human lungs linger 
on after a person stops smoking.

Watergate coverup trial 
expected to run past Yule

The 
W atergate cover-up trial is entering its 
final week of testimony with the jury 
verdicts for five former Nixon adminis­ 
tration and campaign aides not ex­ 
pected until after Christmas. 
Form er Asst. Atty. Gen. Robert C. 
Mardian is testifying in his own defense 
and the prosecutors are expected to 
cross examine him today. 
Only one more defendant, Kenneth 
W. Parkinson, former lawyer for the 
Nixon re-election committee, is still 
waiting to present his case. 
Mardian and Parkinson often seemed 
like spectators in the crowded cour­ 
troom during the first ll weeks of the 
trial when attention centered on their 
three co-defendants: former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell and ex-Nixon White 
House aides H. R. Haldeman and John 
D. Ehrlichman. 
All five are charged with conspiring 
to obstruct the investigation of the 
W atergate breakin. 
Except 
for 
Mardian, 
the other 
defendants also are charged with ob­ 
struction of justice, 
and 
Mitchell, 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman with lying 
under oath. 
The charge against Mardian includes 
the allegation that he called G. Gordon 


Liddy from California on June 17, 1972, 
the day of the break-in, and told him to 
try to reach then Atty. Gen. Richard G. 
Kleindienst and ask him to get one or 
more of the W atergate burglars out of 
jail. 
On the stand Friday, Mardian denied 
that and other allegations. 
Mardian also testified that his im­ 
pression was that Richard M. Nixon, 
not 
Mitchell, 
made 
many 
major 
campaign committee decisions. He 
said he based that on his knowledge 
that 
Mitchell 
occasionally 
was 
overruled and that Nixon was the only 
person he knew who had that authority. 
Parkinson 
is 
expected 
to 
start 
presenting his case on Tuesday. Later 
in the week, defense and prosecution 
lawyers will argue before U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica on what sort of in­ 
structions he should give the jury 
before it begins deliberations. 
At least three days are expected to be 
required for closing arguments by the 
lawyers. 
That schedule could take it up to 
Christmas Eve and current speculation 
is that in that case Sirica would delay 
sending the case to the jury until just 
after the holiday.

Mideast outlook 


CAIRO (AP) — Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, describing the Mideast 
situation as a bomb about to explode, 
says he 
is 
having 
contacts with 
President Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger to decide whether 
to continue the U.S. approach to 
negotiations. 
“ If the Americans through their step- 
by-step approach can achieve any 
progress or success, I welcome it,*” he 
said in an interview with an Iranian 
publisher Sunday. “I can agree to it. If 
not, we shall be going to Geneva ac­ 
cording to the Soviet theory, and the 
Americans also are not excluding 
Geneva because it is a fact that we 
shall all be going.” 
The United States has preferred to 
delay resumption of the Geneva peace 
talks until more concrete progress can 
be achieved in private negotiations 
between Kissinger and the Mideast 
governments. 
Sadat warned that immediate action 
is needed to defuse the tense Middle 
East. He also said he believed Israel 
has a nuclear capacity and added that 
Egypt would find a way to acquire such 
weapons but would not be the first to 
use them. 
The president was interviewed by 
Iranian publisher Farhad Massoudi of 
the Etalat group of Tehran. 
His 
remarks were made available to The 
Associated Press today. 
“When I say defuse the bomb, I mean 
that the momentum of the process of 
peace must continue,” Sadat said. “It

agreements. It should have continued 
since then.

2 sextuplets still alive

the Lange sextuplets born nine days 
ago died early this morning, leaving 
only two of the prem ature infants left in 
their battle for life. 
Dr. Jam es Harrod said a boy, Jason, 
died at Valley Medical 
Center of 
respiratory 
failure.

youngest of the six infants and weighed 
the most at birth, 2 pounds 4 ounces. A 
normal baby usually weighs between 
seven and nine pounds. 


Like the other five infants, Harrod 
said Jason struggled against hyaline 


membrane disease, a disorder that 
starves the lungs of oxygen. 


Another boy, Brian, has shown some 
improvement over the past two days, 
but remains in critical condition and on 
a respirator to help him breathe, said 
Harrod. 
The first born, Jolene Rene, a girl, 
who had sipped donated mother’s milk 
through a tube over the weekend, 
appeared to be the strongest. Harrod 
said she is in stable condition and 
“making progress, although requiring 
intermittent respiratory assistance.”

Sirhan is serving a life sentence in 
California for the assassination of Sen. 
Kennedy on June 5, 1968, in a Los 
Angeles hotel 
following 
Kennedy’s 
victory in the California presidential 
primary. 
Lowenstein, a former Democratic 
congressman from New York, revealed 
his doubts about the shooting at a news 
conference Sunday, accompanied by 
Paul Schrade, a former United Auto 
Workers official who was wounded at 
the time of the assassination. 
Schrade said Lowenstein had con­ 
vinced him that there were many 
unanswered questions in the case. 
Lowenstein said he made his in­ 
vestigation 
because 
of 
the 
“recalcitrance of the authorities” to 
make all the technical evidence public 
and because in the wake of Watergate 
“the country now understands what it 
didn’t before — that things that ‘never 
could have occurred’ have occurred.” 
He said, however, that he was not 
proposing that Sirhan, a Jordanian 
immigrant who expressed anger over 
Kennedy’s pro-Israel position, was part 
of a larger conspiracy. He said he had 
no ideas so far about the identity of the 
wielder of the “true gun” in the killing.

Boston school 


desegregation 


plan readied 


BOSTON (AP) — The Boston School 
Committee submits its phase two 
desegregation plan in federal court 
today and decides whether to close 
schools early for the holidays following 
a weekend of massive demonstrations 
for and against busing. 
U.S. District Court Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity ordered the committee to 
approve a plan and submit it to him by 
noon today. The committee scheduled a 
vote on the plan, which is slated to call 
for the busing of 35,000 school children, 
just 30 minutes before the deadline. 
The 
initial 
court-ordered 
de­ 
segregation plan was implemented in 
Boston schools this fall with the busing 
of 18,000 of the system ’s 95,000 pupils. 
That plan has already divided the city 
and led to sporadic racial violence. 
Sunday, some 4,500 school busing 
foes 
rallied 
on 
Boston 
Common, 
listening 
to 
speeches 
denouncing 
Garrity and calling for a constitutional 
amendment to prohibit forced busing. 
Just 24 hours earlier the Common 
was the scene of a prointegration rally 
which attracted an estimated 20,000 
demonstrators, capping a three-mile 
“National March Against Racism.” 
Both rallies followed a week of 
violence and demonstrations in a 
number of high schools, and the 
stabbing on Wednesday of a white 
South Boston High School student. 
Seven schools in the predominantly 
white section of South Boston and 
Roxbury High in the city’s black sec­ 
tion have been closed since that in­ 
cident.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — A guest 
appearance 
with 
Peter 
Falk 
on 
television’s 
“Colombo”

earlier this year has given country 
singer Johnny Cash the bug to star in 
his own nonviolent detective series. 
“I think he’ll do it. I really do,” said 
Cash’s sister and business assistant, 
Reba Hancock. 
Mrs. Hancock said if a script is 
completed and approved within the 
next few weeks, a CBS television pilot 
movie will be filmed in January. And if 
the ratings are good enough, the series 
will likely follow, she said. 
Mrs. Hancock said script writers 
working for producer David Wolper are 
trying to create a story, showing Cash 
as a gentle character, but without 
losing the potential for good ratings 
which seem to demand violence in 
television police shows. 
“A police show has to have a certain 
amount of action,” said Cash’s agent in 
Los Angeles, Marty Klein. “Otherwise, 
it can’t get on television. It just can’t be 
a pablum-type show.” 
Klein said he hopes to get Cash a 
“new concept” in police show formats. 
“They’re going to show him in this 
particular thing living on a farm. 
They’re going to show his private life, 
which you don’t see on television with 
police shows. You sure don’t see it in 
‘Colombo’ or ‘Mannix.’ He’s even going 
to have a mother.” 
Cash is not expected to sing in the 
show.

It happened in 1930 when 
the Smoot-Hawley protectionist tariff 
bill gave a downward push to the 
worsening 
economy 
here 
and 
in 
Europe. 
One way the trade act can be killed is 
by loading it with amendments. This 
will be the temptation not only for the 
opposition but for those favoring the 
measure seeing an opportunity to 
achieve some desirable end in the final 
scramble of the dying Congress. 
As passed by the Senate, the bill must 
then go to conference with the House 
which acted long ago. Burdened with 
amendments, the process of recon­ 
ciliation may be impossible. 
The most powerful lobby opposing 
trade reform is the AFL-CIO. This is a 
perfect example of narrow 
trade 
unionism bent on shutting out any and 
all competing products. The theory is 
that made-in-America products priced 
to trade union wages will supercede 
foreign products now sold in U.S 
markets. 
The ultimate result would be to shut 
off American sales abroad, although 
studies show that liberal trade creates 
more and better jobs in export in­ 
dustries than are lost through import 
competition. 
The principal agent for the AFL-CIO 
in the Senate is Vance Hartke, the 
Indiana 
mixmaster 
who 
is 
third 
ranking majority member on the 
finance 
committee. 
The 
act 
has 
floundered in the swamp of that 
committee for weeks, thanks in con­ 
siderable part to the chairman, Sen. 
Russell B. Long of Louisiana. Long is 
adept at the tactics of delay, if only by 
simple inertia. 
Entrenched in his 
chairmanship, he has happily served 
the interests of Big Oil. 
Another reason for the delay has 
been the long controversy over the 
Jackson amendment calling for the 
free emigration of Jews from the Soviet 
Union. Senator Jackson, who also has 
AFL-CIO support in his campaign for 
the presidency, reached a compromise 
on the emigration issue with Secretary 
of State Kissinger. 
The goal, granted the Soviets live up 
to the assurance of up to 60,000 Jews 
allowed to emigrate, is tariff treatment 
for the Soviet Union comparable to that 
accorded 
America’s 
other 
trading 
partners. 
But this gives George Meany the 
shivers. 
Not only does he fear that any such 
arrangement 
will 
let 
in 
state- 
subsidized goods from Moscow but he is 
convinced that detente itself will open 
the way to Communist domnation of the 
world. 
If the act goes down to defeat, the 
whole process will have to begin all 
over again in the new Congress. With 
many freshmen members in the House 
indebted to the handouts of the AFL- 
CIO in the November election, the labor 
lobby will exercise even greater power. 
The threat is indefinite delay for a step 
essential to America’s role in the 
world. 
President Ford belatedly came out 
with a strong plea for affirmative 
action on the trade act. Whether it was 
not only too late but too little the vote 
will show. In any event the decision 
should be above the partisan politics of 
the moment.

Energy budget 


eyed for state 


CLEVELAND,

Beginning next spring builders will 
have to consider a new type of budget 
for construction in Ohio — an energy 
budget. 
The energy budget is a proposed 
addition to the Ohio Building Code, 
reports Ed O’Brien, chairman of the 
Governor’s Task Force on energy 
conservation in building. 
“ The energy budget will restrict the 
amount of energy a building can use,” 
said O’Brien. “ The principal thrust is a 
schedule of types of building and 
amounts of energy, but the section also 
defines terms so engineers and ar­ 
chitects will know how to conform.” 
From March I, builders will have to 
fill 
out 
a form 
detailing 
energy 
requirements of proposed construction 
to obtain a building permit, O’Brien 
said. 
Failure to meet 
the task 
force’s 
tentative energy standards doesn’t 
mean a .permit will jiot be issued* 
O’Brien said. 
“ Match I starts a data-collecting 
period,” he said. “ Builders will have to 
submit the form so we can accumulate 
data and set realistic standards.” 
The forms, filed with local building 
departments, will be forwarded to the 


Ohio Department of Building Stan­ 
dards in Columbus. 
On June I, 1976, another section will 
become law, and builders will be 
required to live up to the regulation’s 
limits, O’Brien says. 
Under the proposed schedule, an 
office building would be limited to 50 
British Thermal Units 
(BTUs) 
of 
energy per hour per square foot of 
space. An arena would be entitled to 
twice as much energy. A hospital rates 
70 BTUs per hour per foot and a nursing 
home 40. 
The budget has won tentative ap­ 
proval of the Architects Society of Ohio, 
said O’Brien, a mechanical engineer 
with a Cleveland architectural firm. 
The task force was created a year 
ago by Gov. John Gilligan to study how 
the Ohio Building Code could be 
modified to save energy. The tentative 
schedule of energy limits was reached 
after public hearings and meetings 
with architects and engineers, O’Brien 
says. 
The task force considered regulating 
building methods and use of insulation, 
glass and other materials but decided 
against it because of the difficulty in 
writing the details and enforcing them, 
he said.

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Energy alternatives eyed 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Top ad­ 
ministration officials are drafting 
major energy policy recommendations 
for President Ford after spending a 
weekend 
in 
isolation 
considering 
possible government measures to curb 
energy demand and boost domestic 
production. 
The group met in a nine-hour 
brainstorming session Sunday and a 12- 
hour meeting Saturday at Camp David, 
Md. to go over alternatives. Several 
participants said they were asked by 
Interior Secretary Rogers C. B. Morton 
not to discuss the talks in detail. 
The 
President’s 
Cabinet-level 
Energy Resources Council, chaired by 
Morton, will review the findings of the 
Camp David meeting, possibly as early 
as today, and begin refining proposals 
into specific 
policies 
for 
recom­ 
mendation to Ford. 
One participant said the group took 


into account “a pragmatic appraisal of 
what is possible to get through Con­ 
gress,” 
apparently 
hinting 
at

pessimistic view on proposals for a 
high gasoline tax or any other type of 
costly energy taxation. 
Remaining in contention would be 
such other tactics as tax incentives 
allowing industry and the public to save 
money by saving energy, additional

weekend meetings, the source added. 
“It was a very positive meeting,” 
said one participant.

Rural health issues top topic

WASHINGTON (AP) - One of the 
nation’s largest and most powerful 
lobbying organizations, the National 
Rural Electric Cooperative Associ­ 
ation, plans to move full force into rural 
health issues next year if its members 
approve the plan. 
A spokesman for the NRECA said he 
did not expect that the plan, now being 
drawn up by a staff committee, will be 
a controversial issue at the organ­ 
ization’s annual meeting Jan. 19-23 in 
New Oreans. 
If the program is approved, the 
NRECA plans to exert major pressure 
on Congress for basic changes affecting 
health care for all Americans, with a 
special emphasis on improvements in 
rural areas, the spokesman said. 
The organization represents nearly 
1,000 rural electric power systems 
which serve nearly 6.3 million con­ 
sumers in 46 states. It traditionally has 
supported major federal legislation 
aimed at a wide variety of social issues, 
including rural housing and other rural 
development programs. 
Rural health has been a matter of 
congressional review periodically over 
the years, 
including 
a 
three-day 
hearing in October by a subcommittee 
headed by Rep. Bill Alexander, D-Ark., 
who urged Congress “to work logically 
and rationally toward a solution to the 
deplorable health problems in the 
countryside.” 
Robert D. Partridge, executive vice 
president 
and

manager, says the problem is twofold: 
high medical and health care costs 
have led to a drive in Congress for some 
form of national health plan; and

—In 1972 there were 140 counties in 
the nation without doctors, an increase 
of 43 per cent since 1963. 
“Plainly speaking, the lure of the city 
dollar and other advantages of an 
urban practice have left rural America 
shortchanged in health and medical 
care,” Partridge said. 
He said metropolitan areas have 
more than twice as many physicians 
per 100,000 population, 50 per cent more 
registered nurses and nearly 75 per 
cent more dentists. But Partridge said 
he was not suggesting that cities have a 
surplus of medical and health care. 
“The point is that rural America is 
being left behind, with some areas 
unable even to get a doctor to locate 
there at all,” Partridge said. “Some­ 
thing must be done to meet this basic 
human need and we aim to do whatever 
we can to correct the situation.”

The Cleveland Newspaper Guild had 
sought to resume bargaining today at 
IO a.m., but the Cleveland Newspaper 
Publishers Association rejected the 
suggestion over the weekend because 
of a vote scheduled for Saturday on the 
publishers’ offer. 
A federal mediator has left resump­ 
tion of the talks to the guild and the 
publishers. 
The guild rejected the publishers’ 
offer a second time Saturday 116 to 94 
by secret ballot. 
The offer, first made Oct. 31, 
amounted to a wage increase of $62 a 
week over three years. It was rejected 
by voice vote Nov. I when editorial 
workers struck.

newsmen is $300 weekly.

Jet planes to sniff 
upper-air pollution 
It will take readings during normal 
commercial flights over the continental 
United States and between the West 
Coast and Hawaii. 
Within months, jets of three other 
airlines will operate the sensors: Pan 
American over its glotan air corridors; 
Qantas of Australia in the Southern 
Hemisphere, and Scandanavian Airline 
System over the North Polar route. 
The $5 million project is called 
GASP, 
for 
Global 
Air 
Sampling 
Program. The goal is to determine how 
jet emissions and other pollution 
sources affect the atmosphere at 
altitudes above 20,000 feet. 
GASP project manager Porter J. 
Perkins said results may show whether 
the level of the ozone, which shields the 
earth from harmful ultraviolet solar 
radiation, is changing over time; 
whether jet vapor trails contribute to 
cloud cover, and how much of the dust 
in the atmosphere comes from aircraft. 
When the planes climb to an altitude 
of 20,000 feet, 
the air 
sampling 
equipment turns on automatically and 
does not interfere with regular aircraft 
operations. A tube protuding six inches 
beneath the first class cabin takes in 
air for analysis by the instruments. 
Particles are counted and some are 
collected on an air filter which is 
changed at the time the plane is ser­ 
viced. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Do jet planes 
pollute the upper atmosphere? 
To find out, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration is equipping 
four commercial Boeing 747 airliners 
with sensors to measure pollution along 
the world’s major air lanes.

But at the second table, 
West’s notrump bid in the 
protective seat could have been 
made with considerably less 
values—perhaps 5 or 6 points 
less—than West actually had.

British ambassador 
urges cooperation 


AKRON, 
Ohio 
(A P)—Global 
in­ 
flation, mounting recession and an oil 
crisis have combined to make it im­ 
possible for national leaders to isolate 
problems and set clear courses of 
action to deal with them, the British 
ambassador to the U.S. said Sunday. 
Only one thing is clear, Sir Peter 
Ramsbotham told a graduating class at 
the University of Akron: “ No nation 
can go it alone these days. 
“The welfare of the western world 
now depends on stable relations among 
the member nations and with the 
nations of the rest of the world,” the 
ambassador said. 
Ramsbotham also said he would 
welcome appointment of former U.S. 
Atty. Gen. Elliot Richardson as U.S. 
ambassador to Great Britain. That 
nomination was predicted last week by 
three daily newspapers. 
On economics, Ramsbotham said 
any modem economy needs 13 basic 
raw materials, and he noted the U.S. 
used to produce more than it imported 
of nine. 
“ By 1970, the list had diminished to 
seven, and by 1985, it will have shrunk 
to about four,” he said. 
Ramsbotham said what he called the 
“ new economic order” created by the 
vast and growing wealth of the oil ex­ 
porting nations added to difficulties 
besetting the economies of the rest of 
the world. 
“ Until recently it was accepted as 
axiomatic that for the industrial West, 
there was security of access to supplies 
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of raw materials at reasonable prices 
throughout the world. That assumption 
was shattered a year ago with the Arab 
oil embargo,” the Englishman said. 
Richardson, who resigned rather 
than follow former President Nixon’s 
order to fire the first Watergate 
prosecutor, Archibald Cox, is well 
respected in England, Ramsbotham 
said. 
The ambassador said Richardson 
was certain to strengthen ties between 
the two nations.
